It was once my good fortune, savs Stephen 


Powell, lo witness lu Coarse Gold Gulch, Cal- 
ifornia, the Tocut Dance for the De-ad, or 
Dance of Weeping, which was one of tbe most 
extracadmary human spectacles I ever beheld 
It was not the regular annual mourning, but a 
special one, held in behalf of Colomusnim, a 
suU-clncf of tin Chookchaiicics, who had re- 
cently lost a sister, but it was in all respect! 
as strange, as awful, and as imposing an exhi- 
bition of barbaric superstition and barbaric af-. 
fectiou as Is affiwded by the fonnWJUiuivaj^1- 
ry 
Not to my dying hour will the memory of 


that frightful midnight pageant be eflaced. 


It A ill be well to explain that, among the 


Tocnts, this Dance of Weeping is protracted 
nearly or quite a w eek 
The first two or three 


nights—while they are waiting for the arrival 
of all tlis delegation] and the late curuors—aie 
accupied only in speech-making, story telling, 
jokes, etc , until a late hour, but during the 
last three nights they dance throughout the 
night until morning, and on the third night 
about dav break they burn the offering! conse 
mated to the dead 
This happened to be the 


first of the tlnee last nights, hence no burning 
occurred, bub m every other respect It -was 
complef and all the exercises were conducted 
with more energy and by fuller choruses than 
they would havo been after the Indians had 
become exhausted 


When the Indian interpreter, Tueh, and ray 


self entered the camp, it was already an hour 
after night fill, but tliere were yet no indica 
tions ol a beginning of the dark orgies that 
were to be enacted 
We found about three 


hundied Indians assembled, at a phce remote 
from anv American habitations, in a gloomy 
ranne, and encamped in open booths of brush 
wood running around three sides of a spacious 
quadrangle 
Tins qmdrangle had been swept 


and biaten hard for a dancing floor, and near 
one of the inside corners there was a small cir 
rular embankment of earth like a circus ring, 
w ith the saci ed fire brigbtly burning in tlie cen 
Ire 
Colomusnim and his relatives, the chief 


mourners, occupied the coiner boolhs near th» 
ring and near by was bloakmtch, tlie head 
chief of the Chookchancies, by whose authori- 
ty this asse-nbly had been convened 
Here 


and there a fire burned with asuggenng, sleepy 
blaze just outside lh° quadrangle, faintly gleam 
ing through the booth , at intervals an Indian 
moved stealthily across the half Illuminated 
space vvitbin, while every now and then the 
atmosphere was made discordant and hideous, 
as indeed the whole night was, during tbe most 
solemn periods, by the yelping, snarling, and 
fighting of the accursed hordes of d»gs 


For fully a half hour we stowly sauntered 


and loitered about the quadrangle, conversing 
in undertones, but still nothing occurred to 
break the sombre silence, sive the continually 
repeated scurries of yelps and howis from the 
abominable dogs 
Now and then an Indian 


sloivlj passed acioss and sat down on the em 
banxinent, while others in sile'nce occasionally
